Text of Wilson’s Letter to: Railroad Director. 
- Authorizing Him to Act on Shopmen’s Demands 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—The text of President: Wilson's letter to 
Director General of Railroads Himes, authorizing Him to take up the 
demands of the railroad shopmen for higher wages, follows: 

WHITE HOUSE, WASHINGTON, Aug. 7, 1919. . 

My Deer Mr. Dirécter General—I am just in receipt of the letter from 
Senator Albert B..Cummins, Chairman of the Senate Committee” on. 
Interstate Commerce, which-stt me free to deal as I think best with the 
difficult. question of the wages-of certain classes of railway employes, 
and I take advantage of the occasion to write you this letter, in order 
that I may both in_the public interest and in the Interests of the railroad 
employes themselves make the present situation as clear and definite 
as possible. 

I-thought it my duty to lay the question in its present pressing form CH ARGES 
before the committee-of the Senate, because*I thought I should not act . : 
Upon this matter within the brief interval of Government control re- 
maining without their acquiescence and-approval. Senator Cummins's a 3 
letter, which speaks the unanimous judgment of the committee, leaves *

of the ’Raflroad Administration last February, but was not: reported upon 
by thé bodrd until the 16th of July, The delay was unaydidable because 
the board was continuously engaged in. dealing. with several wage 
mattefs affecting classes of employes who had not. previously received 
consideration. .The board now having apprised us of this inability, at 
any rate for the time being, to agree upon r mdation, it is clearly 
our duty to proceed with the matter in the hope of disposing of it. 

You are therefore authorized to say to the railroad. shop employes 
that the question of wages they have raised will be taken up and con- 
sidered on its merits by the Director General in conference with their 
duly accredited representatives. I hope that you will make it clear to 
the men concerned that the Railroad Administration cannot deal with 
problems of this sort or with any problems affecting the men, except 
through the’ duly chosen international officers .of-the regularly consti- 
tuted organization and their authorized committees. 

Matters of so varicus a nature and affecting so many men cannot 
be dealt with except in this way. Any action which brings the authority 
of the authorized representatives of the. organization into question or 
discredits it must interfere with, if not prevent, action altogether. The .

for wage troubles. Mr. Jewell has stat- 
ed that there was no thought on the 
part of the men to strike in an effort 
to force the Plumb plan on the Gov- 
ernment, and that the only question 
which would bring on a general strike 
would be refusal of the Government 
to grant wage demands which were 
considered legitimate to meet present 
economic standards. 

In a letter to Senator Cummins, Chair- 
man of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, today, Mr. Hines agrees with 
the view expressed in the Senator’s let- 
ter of yesterday to President Wilson 
that the Railroad’ Administration has 
ample authority undér existing laws to 
regulate the wages of railroad employes, 
along with railroad freight and _ pas- 
senger rates. 

Mr. HMmes wrote that he had regarded 
the issue involved in the demands of 
the railroad brotherhood for increased 
wages, as an alternative to a reduction 
of ‘the cost. of living, as so vital that h 
had felt Congress ought to be consult 
in framing 2@ icy upon which to act.

McGwire’s death came as a dramiatic 
clima%’to a lengthy questioning by: Dis- 
trict Attorney Woolwine, | Confronted 
with evidence that officials ‘said pointéd 
directly to ‘him as being ‘responsible for 
the dynamiting, whith. nearly cost the 


lives of Mr. and Mrs. Lawler, McGwire | has 


rushed to a window in ‘the rogm, eluded 
officers who tried to restrain him, and 
hurled himself to the pavement. He was 
dead when picked up. 

It: was learned after. the suicide that 
McGwire had been in ‘custody twenty- 
four hours. Revenge for having been 
unsuccessful recently in an, attempt to 
break the will of William Kafitz, ‘a 
capitalist of- Los Angeles, in ‘which Law- 
ler represented a nephew and niece, was 
said to have’ been MecGwire’s motive in 
seeking the death ofthe attorney. 

Last “Monday. detectivés’ received . an 
anonymous communication accusing Mc- 


Gwire of complicity in the -dynamiting. 

Kafitz, an. elderly man of German 
birth, .died .in Noyember, 1018. A few 
years before he. had niarried a young 
woman. In January preceding his death 
he made his will, dividing the greater 
part of his éstate between his nephew, 
F. William Kafitz, and his sister, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Migeot. The wife was cut off. 
She went into court and declared that 
there was no Will and had McGwire, her 
personal friend, appointed administrator. 

The nephew and niece retained “Mr. 
Lawler, who found the will, fought the 
case on the grounds that McGwire was 
** violently, energetically, and deliberate- 
ly partisan’’ and the conduct of the 
widow had justified her being cut off 
in the will, and won the suit. 

A month after the verdict..a lttle 
church was destroyed by fire. Neighbors 
said they heard a :-bomb explosion pre- 
ceeding the fire. The pastor, the Rev. 
J. M. Schaefle,-had.been a witness in 
the court action; testifying to the al- 
leged - misconduct of Mrs. Kafitz. 
Whether the destruction of the church,

While the statements of the Federal 
Trade Commission will be heard in 
court, so also will facts not presented 
by it. The grievance against the ‘men 
of. the trust has been-said to be that 
they bought their live stock so cheap 
as to discourage the producers and 
sold their meat so dear as to oppress 
consumers. They would be foolish to 
do so, and it-has been said in debate 
in Congress as matter ‘of. fact they 
have not done so. In 1914 we had 
little beef to’spare for export, but in 
1918, for the first time since the pub- 
lic lands were. closed to cattle graz- 
ing, there was a gain in cattle in pro- 
portion to population. Last year we 
exported nearly 600,000,000 pounds of 
beef and beef products, cqual to the 
exports of 1901, when the population 
was 35,000,000 smaller. Cattle are 
more numerous now than before the 
enormous war business, b lighter. 
That does not indicate /discourage- 
ment of the. producers by the trust's 
reduction of its buying price. The 
growth of hogs has been in propor- 
tion to the price inducement, which 
was more marked than in the case of 
beef. It is true that. the wholesale 
price ‘of beef has fallen since the war 
ended, and there has been.a reduction 
of war exports. The. retail prices 
have not fallen equally, but that is-no 
fault. of the wholesalers. 

The Federal Trade Commission has 
recommended -that .the -Government 
should take over large fractions of the 
trust’s business plant, having no 
dcubt that Government management 
could and would improve upon that 
of the-trust.. During the war there 
could be no doubt of the efficiency of 
the trust. In fact, it is difficult to 
see how the war could have been won 
without the food it provided. But if 
the Federal Trade Commission is to 
‘oversee its activities hereafter,’ there 
is likely to arise the question as to 
how the home market is to be sup- 
plied. Nevertheless, if the trust prof- 
iteers, practices extortion, it ought to 
go to jail.if proved. guilty, and the 
prosecution is to be welcomed.

THE POLICE IN THE STRIKE. 

With the causes or exterior im- 
pulsions of the strike, which the 
Mayor- and: the -Police Department 
have allowed virtually-to .close ‘the 
lines of the Brooklyn. Rapid .Transit 
system, to inconvenience hundreds of 
thousands of persons, and to produce 
repeated ‘acts of intimidation _ and 
violence’ on ‘the part’ of ‘strikers or 
hooligans, the: public has at present a 
secondary concern.

SEEKS BILLION TAX CUT. 


Campbell Calis for Federal Expense 
Estimate So FPamed.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Chairman 
Campbell of the House Rules Commit- 
tee, who asserts that he would like to 
have $1,000,000,000 worth of Federal tax-.
